All  vessels  coming  into  the  port  of  San  Fran- 
ci*co  from  a  fcreign  country,  will  be  boarded  by 
an  officer  u*  soon  as  practicable  after  their  arrival, 
and  no  pasaenger  from  a  foreign  country  will  be 
allowed  to  land  without  a  proper  passport. 

II.  Paaaenger*  aomiog  mediately  from  New 
York  by  the  Isthmus,  or  from  Oregon  by  way  of 
Vancouver  Island,  will  not  be  considered  a*  com- 
ing from  a  foreign  country.

This  regulation  i*  intended  to  apply  especially  ta 
persons  proposing  to  came  to  the  United  State* 
from  the  neighboring  British  Provinces.  It*  ob- 
aervanee  will  be  strictly  enforced  by  alt  officers, 
civil  military  and  naval,  in  the  service  of  the 
United  Biatea,  and  the  8t.ite  and  Municipal 
anihuritie*  are  requested  to  aid  in  its  execution. 
It  |a  expected,  however,  that  no  imraigiant  paa- 
aenger, coming  in  manner  aforesaid,  will  be  ob- 
structed, or  any  other  person,  who  m.y  art  nut 
on  their  way  hither  before  ihfetligeiiee  of  this 
regulation  eonld  reasonably  be  expected  to  reach 
the  country  from  which  they  may  have.

Our  Upper  Ward  patient  is 
seriously  ill,— it  has  in  fact  become  deli- 
rious, and  in  its  mental  excitement  either 
tears  to  pieces  or  throws  out  of  the  window 
the  arduous  labors  of  the  tenants  of  the 
.  Lower  Bailding.   We  do  not  wish  to  hurt 
the  patient,  or  cause  it  the  slightest  pain, 
**b¥t  "t be  public"  safety  has  to  be  cared  Tor,  ano1 
as  vm  have  no  asylum  in  which  to  place  the 
deranged  of  intellect,  we  moat  content  our- 
selves with  the  only  process  left  us— *  little 
probing,  and  a  little  analysing— in  order  that 
the  unfortunate  may  be  induced  to  stay  bis 
destructive  hands. 

The  latest  act  of  wantonness  has  been  the 
annihilation  of  the  Descent  of  Real  Property 
bill.  This  measuie,  the  public  are  probably 
aware,  dealt  only  with  intestate  estates,  and 
dealt  only  with  them  according  to  the  strict 
letter  of  justice.  If  the  owner  of  real  property, 
having  more  than  one  son,  dies  at  present  In 
Vancouver  Island  without  making  a  will, 
mob  property  goee  to  the  eldest  maw  child, 
and  to  him  alone.  There  may  be  half  a 
dozen  girls,  and  as  many  boys  in  the  tamily, 
but  the  law  deals  only  with  that  fortunate 
male  member  wbo  happened  to  come  into 
the  world  before  lb*  others.  Now  there  is 
not  a  person  In  the  community,  above  a 
/  Flathead  Indian,  wbo  conld  see  anything  but 
injustice  in  an  order  of  things  that  disinher- 
the  whole  family  tor  the  sake  of  an 
gpbal  member.  There  is  not  a  being 
Messed  with  the  ordinary  capacity  to  dis- 
tinguish right  from  wrong  but  must  per- 
ceive the  outrage  that  is  perpetrated  on  na- 
ture, by  giving  to  probably  the  only  mem- 
ber that  could  do  without  it  the  property 
which  should  afford  the  sustenance  for  the 
jonog  and  the  helpless.  If  any  distinctions 
were  to  be  made  in  families  at  all,  justice 
would  point  out  the  youngest  rather  than 
the  eldest,  the  girl  rather  than  the  boy, 
Abe  weak  rather  than  the  strong  as  marks 
of  especial  favor.  To  reverse  this  is  to 
wotamit  an  aot  worse  than  barbarism,  an 
not  that  might  be  termed  one  of  brutality, 
If  we  could  only  find  brutes  so  destitute  of 
natural  feeling  as  to  make  so  heinous  and 
and  so  invidious  a  distinction  amongst  their 
own  offspring.
